Preparations were made on quite an 
elaborate basis for tlie Foothills Curling 
Association bonspiel, held this week in 
Vulcan, in anticipation of an event as 
great it not better than that of two years 
ago.

THE SALT O. i.ic 


Salt was well known to the “an¬ 
cients’’ as it is to ourselves, it is said 
that the earliest roads were maue "or 
use in the conveyance of salt. There 
is in Italy a very old road which goes 
by the name of “the salt road.” In 
India there are salt mines which have 
been in existence since the time of 
Alexander the Great. A century or 
two ago, salt was used as money in 
Abysinia and other countries. Most 
animals like salt; pigeons need a lot 
of it, Human beings* need it to keep 
them in health. In England alone 
there are more than a score of salt 
mines, the largest being that of Nor¬ 
wich. Some of the Chesire mines 
have been in use ever since the time 
of Charles the Second. The largest 
salt mine in the world at Wieliczka, 
Glacia, has been worked for 600 years 
In Spain, near Monserrat, there is a 
hill of salt, 600 feet high. In the 
Persian Gulf there is an island form¬ 
ed of rock-salt. There are many salt 
lakes in America, the most notable of 
which is that of Utah. The Dead Sea 
is an extensive salt lake. Its water is 
saltier than that of the ocean, and its 
salt gets into the air and the ground, 
so that no plant will grow in its neigh_ 
borhood. Hence, of course its name. 
Thus a good thing becomes an evil 
thing if we have too much of it. In 
olden times, sowing an enemy’s cap¬ 
tured city with salt was a nasty vindic 
tive custom. It was imitated by the 
Emperor Frederick Barbarossa, who 
burned, razed, and sowed with salt the 
city of Milan. 


The year 1927 is before us. Among 
all our religious, moral, financial'and 
civic obligations which crowd in upon 
us, there is none more serious or 
more worthy of a true citizen than our 
duty of supporting and backing up 
our town officials.- It is an onerous 
task at the best, this public service, 
from which one receives only the 
kicks of the kickers, the knocks of the 
knockers, and the grunts of the dis¬ 
gruntled.

These men stand for^ 
law and order, for progress and de¬ 
velopment, for efficiency in public ser¬ 
vice and the safe guarding of the 
health and welfare of the people. No 
matter what they accomplish, or per¬ 
haps fail to accomplish, this, we be¬ 
lieve is the standard set for himself 
by every man in our public offices in 
this town. Getting behind them, up¬ 
holding their hands, backing up their 
policies after due deliberation and 
free discussions, is but the unerring' 
instinct of the loyal citizen. It is an¬ 
other way of being true to one’s self 
and one’s ownco mmunity.—Cardston 
News. 


Any attempt to forecast business 
prospects for 1927 must be tempered I 
with the fact that the year opens with | 
a geat surplus of everything on hand, 
Henry Ford told the Associated Press 
in a Christmas Day message. Mr. 
Ford took occasion to spike a few ru¬ 
mors, among them one to the effect 
he plans production of a low-priced 
six-cylinder car; discussed the differ¬ 
ence between credit and debt and re¬ 
iterated his belief in the economic sta¬ 
tus of the five-day waek. 

"'•Not only is there a large surplus 
of grown and fabricated material now 
on hand,” Mr. Ford said, “but there 
is also a large surplus of debt. Un¬ 
doubtedly the material surplus will be 
absorbed in the natural course of 
events and the year 1927 should be 
one of normalcy.” 

“You mean a year as prosperous as 
1926?” 

“Well, 1926 w r as abnormal,” he re¬ 
plied. 

The query apparently suggested a 
second thought. 

“What is prosperity, anyway?” 
Ford asked meditatively. 

“A real prosperity is that in which 
all participate^gjjsl in which all are 
consumers. When man consumes he 
must produce and when there is- the 
proper balance between production 
and consumption, prosperity is bound 
to follow.” 

The rumored six-cylinder car was 
dismissed with the remark “Nothing 
to it.’’ 

”‘You know,” Mr. Ford went on, 
“we did build a six 20 years ago. We 
made a thousand of them. Two of 
them now are in our museum." 

Mr. Ford also denied that he was 
financially interested in rubber grow¬ 
ing. He added, however, that some

POWER OF ADVERTISING 


READ NEWSPAPERS 


The woman who knows her papei 
from the date line to the want ads 
can pick an argument with her hus¬ 
band about blondes becoming extinct 
or a candidate's chances, and the re¬ 
sult is that she gets all the argument 
she wants without interferring in the 
least with her domestic happiness. In¬ 
stead of panning one of her husband’s 
associates’ wives she can lam the har¬ 
poon into some dame who is dragging 
her husband through the divorce 
courts, or can grill the dramatic cri¬ 
tic who doesn’t like a certain show as 
much as she does. She can voice an 
opinion about a bit of news and throw 
more of a scare into her husband than 
if she tried. to crown him with the 
goldfish. Women head the papers 
more carefully than men do. At least 
this is the consensus of opinion in 
newspaper circles, where a close tab 
is kept on the tastes of people and the 
things that interest people. 


In what other country of the civil¬ 
ized world is it necessary to enlist the 
services of the army to protect the 
mails from bandits and gunmen, not 
in lonely and desolate regions, but in 
the very haert of the most thickly 
policed regions? Why is the United 
States the paradise of criminals and 
outlaws? Let our policemen, our 
lawyers, our judges and our jurymen 
answer.—Youth’s Companion. 


Beyond all questions, the most po¬ 
tent creator of business demands in 
America is the newspaper advertise¬ 
ment. Millions upon millions of dol¬ 
lars are expended every day in the 
stores of the country because well 
written advertisements have directed 
public attention to convenient, becom¬ 
ing attractive, useful, ornamental, 
and suitable merchandise. The sale 
of all necessities, all luxuries, all in¬ 
dulgences, is more powerfully stimu¬ 
lated by the newspaper advertisement 
than by any other agency. Only hun¬ 
ger, cold and nakedness are compar¬ 
able to the advertisement as a promo¬ 
ter of sales—and even purchases of 
food, fuel and clothing are directed 
more largely by the business of the 
press than by any other influence ex¬ 
cept immediate necessity. The great¬ 
est stores in our greatest cities have 
been built up by their advertising, 
their persistent clever invitation to 
the public in the press to share in 
their bargains. Imagine what would 
happen to daily merchandise, real es¬ 
tates, theatre tickets, insurance, 
books and other things, if newspaper 
advertisements were prohibited by 
law for six months. It is not exag¬ 
geration to say that they would drop 
60 per cent. It is not the current 
news of events alone that makes the 
press of such incalculable value to the 
nation, nor the free editorial expres¬ 
sion of opinion. The business news of 
the day? as told by business concerns 
in their announcements to the public, 
decisively influences both the volume 
anil the direction of trade which flows 
to this or that store, office or bank. 
This is a fundamental fact no busi¬ 
ness can afford to overlook. * ' 


developments in the future might at¬ 
tract him to that field. 

“I do believe,” hesaid, “that rub¬ 
ber should be grown on this contin¬ 
ent.” 

Concerning automobile production 
in 1927, Mr. Ford expressed the opin¬ 
ion that the output would be about 
normal. He was careful to point out 
again, however, that 1926 was abnor¬ 
mal. “Of the total 1926 production 
of cars of all makes,”he went on, “ten 
per cent, or more were repossessed by 
the sales agency for non-payment.The 
trade anticipates a repossession ratio 
of one per cent, of all the machines 
sold on the deferred payment plan. 
This condition* shows that a portion 
of the people are buying things they 
cannot pay for.” 

Concerning credit and debt, the mo¬ 
tor manufacturer said: “There is a 
point up to which credit is construc¬ 
tive, but beyond that point it becomes 
destructive. The habit of never whol¬ 
ly owningoanything we use, never hav 
•ing that personal attitude toward j 
quality which use and ownership give 
is simply to cease working for one¬ 


self and becomes something like a 
mortgaged servant. This is a situa¬ 
tion for which no good work can be 
spoken.” „ 

“VVhcr. n men has been ‘sold’ on the 
instalment plan up to or beyond hi3 
income, he is automatically out of the 
market and he does not contribute to 
the prosperity if th: community. He 
is just as much out of the market as 
if he were saving h<s monjy for sixi 
months to pay cash for something he 
wants, but with the difference that un 
der the instalment plan the seller 
doesn't get the money* and the buyer 
doesn’t own the goods.” 

The fiive-day week, has proved its 
economic value and already has re¬ 
sulted in 100,000 wage increases, rang 
ing from 0 cents to $1 60 a day, Mr. 
Ford said. “It gives men and women 
time to consume what they produce,” 
he- said. “People wh«i have more 
leisure must have more clothes. They 
must have a greater variety of food, 
more transportation, more service of 
various other kinds. Thus, the indus¬ 
trial value of leisure as a promoter of 
the consunaptio r of goods and as a 
stimulant to business has been proved. 

“The fiive-day week was not started 
from pure humanitarian motives,” 
Mr. Ford continued. “It had its incep¬ 
tion in the convictioi that people con¬ 
sume more in thei" leisure than in 
their working time and thus create a 
demand for more production 

“Proper management, utilizing mod 
ern machinery and tools, ha; made it 
possible for the w>.l:or to accomplish 
in five days whit heretofore required 
six days. And this is bein ■ done with 
out crowding the worker—with the 
same expenditure of energy.”

Predictions that the government 
would make around twomillion dollars 
in liquor profits as a result'of its 1926 
operations were not very wide of the 
mark, a statement issued by the liquor 
control board on Friday giving the ac¬ 
tual profit for the year as $1,949,616.- 
29. This amount exceeds the estima- 
j tde revenue for the year by $219,616.- 
29, the estimated revenue as it appear 
ed in the 1926 estimates prepared by 
the government being $1,730,000. The 
revenue for 1926 exceeds the revenue 
for 1926 by $315,220.99, the revenue 
for .the latter year being $1,634,395.30 
Sale of permits during 1926 totalled 
$131,072.75, an increase of $18,832.50 
over the 1926 permits, which were 
$112,240,25. In addition to the reven¬ 
ue as shown, a sum of $11,057.30 has 
been set aside for depreciation on fur¬ 
nitures, fixtures and equipment, so 
that tire actual liquor revenue is $1,- 
960,673.59.

ONE OUT OF FIVE 


The New York Times figures that 
if one out of every five persons in the 
United States owns a motor vehicle, 
there must bo more than 23,(XX),000 
persons interested in the industry of 
making and selling cars and trucks. 
As to output, the Times points out 
that in 1921 the Ford output was 
Ailiout 2,000,000 cars—to be exact, it 
was 1,993,419 in 1924, as compared 
with 1,301,828 cars for all other com¬ 
panies. Last year Ford production 
was about the same, but competitors 
had increased their output to 2,345,793 
In 1926 the Ford factories showed a 
falling off of 1,600,000 or less while 
the principal competitor, General Mo¬ 
tors, is now producing as many cars 
as the Ford plant. 


SEED PRODUCTION 

Canudian Grown Seeds are Now in 
Great Demand by foreign 
Markets 


Seedproduction in Canada is rapidly 
becoming an important anil profitable 
industry states Honouiable Mr. .Moth¬ 
erwell, Minister of Agriculture, in lus 
latest report. The inherent qualities 
of winter hardiness and vigour of 
growth possessed by Canadian grown 
seeds has brought a great demand for- 
them in foreign markets. The thor¬ 
ough system of grading, strictly en¬ 
forced" by the Dominion Seed Branch 
has given foreign and domestic buyers 
complete confidence in our seeds. Can¬ 
ada produces an exportable surplus in 
high cla**t seeds of cereals, forage 
ps anti vegetables. The production 
of these seeds is continually increas¬ 
ing and they are supplanting impoit- 
ed stocks on our home markets. Es¬ 
pecially great progress has been made 
in the production of seed of alfalfa, 
malting barley, and browutop or 
Rhode Island bent grass. Our alfalfa 
crop increased from 238,000 acres in 
4920 to 859,000 acres in 1926, and this 
remarkable increase has been brought 
about largely by the development of 
our own seed supply from varieties- 
which can withstand our severe win¬ 
ters. In Northern Ontario special at¬ 
tention is being given to the growing 
of barley seed, as malting barley of 
high quality, which finds a ready mar¬ 
ket, can be produced in that region. 
In British Columbia one district alone 
gave a yield of 70,000 pounds of tim¬ 
othy seed and 6,000 pounds of mead¬ 
ow fescue of the finest quality. Many- 
other examples of our progress in 
seed growing might be cited, all show¬ 
ing the great possibilities the future 
holds for this industry. 


IMPORTANT DECISION 


A question of the responsibility of 
a hospital for damages resulting from 
physical injuries received by a patient 
while in the institution was decided in 
the Supreme Court of Canada on Jan¬ 
uary 4th, in a judgment handed down 
on the appeal of Nyberg versus Pro¬ 
vost Municipal Hospital Board, an Al¬ 
berta case. The decision rendered al¬ 
lows with costs, the appeal of Nyberg 
from the Supreme Court of Alberta 
and restores the judgment of the trial 
judge awarding $5,182 damages to 
Nyberg as a result of burns received 
by him from a hot water bottle. 


MARKET FOR STRAW 


With the newly formed straw paper 
company nearly ready to begin opera¬ 
tions, farmers in Alberta are advised 
not to burn their straw during the 
winter months. In the opinion of 
those interested, the company will re¬ 
quire straw in the early summer of 
1927; and steps are being taken, there 
fore, to advise farmers a little later 
in the present season, so that they 
may bale and deliver this material to 
selected points in the course of the 
winter. The immediate minimum re¬ 
quirements will he 12,000 tons.

| That on "streetn^fieat" non-Pool 
farmers, according to a-recent buying 
I list, [>ay tile Grain Trade an average- 
spread of from 13 to 1 I cents a busli- 

Tluit the Grain Trades 'lowest mar¬ 
gin on “street wheat,” according'to a! 
i recent buying list, is between 8 and 9 I 
I cents a bushel. 

That the Grain Trade’s - highest I 
margin on the same list is between 16 
and 17 cents a bushel. 

That if a line elevator receives in 
one day 2000 bushels of non-pool 
wheat the gross elevator profit is 
around $265.00. 

That if the same elevator receives 
2000 bushels of Pool wheat in one day 
the gross amount of profit to that ele¬ 
vator is $9.00. 

That non-pooiers thus have to pay 
nearly three times as much as Pool 
members. 

That iu view of the above figures, 
the line elevators can well afford to 
lose a grade where they enter into 
competition with Peol olevoturs, and 
are desirous of discrediting the Wheat 
Pool. 

On top of the profits on these wide 
spreads there are the* following profits 
available to the Grain Trade onvnon- 
Pool wheat: profits on oaqrort, profits 
on mixing, profits on Vancouver 
premiums, profits on the difference be 
tween the Vancouver and Fort Wil¬ 
liam freight rates.

C ir Alan Cobham, “Empire girdler,” completed! 

hist most elaborate air venture recently when he 
returned to England after flying to Australia and 
return,\distance of 28,000 miles. This great achieve¬ 
ment, foK which Cobham was knighted by Ilis Ma¬ 
jesty King George, not only establishes Cobham as 
one of the greatest airmen of the day, but shows the 
great possibilities' of Empire air routes. Cobham I 
regards his flight not as a “stunt" but as an effort 
to discover the best methods of running air routes 
and at the same time to demonstrate the practic-1 
ability of flyiftg. 

No aeroplane voyage since the late Captain Sir, 
John Alcock and Lieut., Brown, of the Royal Air j 
Force, flew across the Atlantic in 1919, has aroused, 
public interest equal to that of Cobham’s. The route j 
of his flight to Australia and back carried him over j 
France, Italy, Greece, Egypt, India and a portion of j 
the Indian Ocean. Cobham’s British-made engine] 
made the remarkable journey without dver giVing 
♦rouble. It is the same engine with which he went | 
from London to Cape Town and hack. His machine 
has withstood the freezing cold of northern latitudes, | 


received a warm welcome at landing points through¬ 
out the long journey. The lower photograph was 
taken at Sartrouville, near Paris, and shows the 
aviator being greeted by A. V. Clark, managing 
director of the Canadian Pacific Railway in Frahce. 

London gave a tremendous welcome to England's 
greatest peare-timo hero of the air. Great crowds 
fined the banks of the Thames as Cobham’s plane 
sped towards London, circled Big Ben in the tower 
of the House of Commons, and glided over the water 
tpwards the Riverside steps of the Parliament build¬ 
ings. Here he was welcomed by his wife; the air 
minister Sir Samuel Hoare, and air marshal Sir Sef- 
ton Rranker. A personal message of congratulation 
awaited Cobham from His Majesty the King. Eng- 
-iand did not allow her, joy at Cobham's return to 
obliterate the memory of Elliott, the mechanic, who 
accompanied him on the outward flight and who was 
killed by a mysterious bullet while the plane was fly¬ 
ing over the Arabian desert. Touching tribute to the 
unfortunate mechanic was made by Cobham during 
the official welcome. 

Cobham’s actual flying time to Australia and back 
was 13 days 8 hours, but over three months wero 
icquired in making the trip.

THE RADIO 

With a total for the first eleven 
months of 1926, of 146,186 radio own¬ 
ers in the Dominion having taken out 
annual .government licenses, it is es-.

“on the air” regularly in Canada at 
present. The report says a conserva¬ 
tive calculation is that only fifty per¬ 
cent. of the radio owners pay the li¬ 
cense fee, which means that there are 
probably some 300,000 radio sets in 
the country. The one million figure is 
reached on the basis that there is an 
average of three persons listening in | 
on each set. 

EDISON ON THE BEST AGE

ABOUT THE ARGENTINE 

Mr. W. J. Jackman, one of the di¬ 
rectors of the Alberta Wheat Pool, 
returned last week from a visit to Ar¬ 
gentine where he made a special study 
of the methods of handling wheat 
there on behalf of the three prairie 
pools. Taking a period of years, the 
production in the Argentine had av¬ 
eraged 11.02 bushels to the acre, 
where that of western Canada was 18 j 
bushels. Immigration to the Argen¬ 
tine, consisted almost entirely of 
Spanish and Italians, the major por¬ 
tion being Italians. The Argentine 
ranked next to Canada in wheat ex¬ 
ports, Canada coming first, Argentine 
second and Australia third. Business 
conditions were very depressed in the 
Argentine owing to the bad crop of 
1925 when black rust did great dam¬ 
age to crops. 

POISON KILLS GAME BIRDS 

Does broadcast distribution of go¬ 
pher poison kill many game birds, 
particularly Hungarian partridge, 
throughout Alberta? This is a ques¬ 
tion that has been asked and answered 
in the affirmative, by sportsmen in 
southern Alberta. As a result of their 
confirmed opinion in this respect, J.M. 
Miller, secretary of the Field Tria. 
Club has written to Benjamin Lawto 
chief game warden of the province, 
asking if there is some way in which 
the large number of young birds may 
be protected from the poison menace. 
The sportsmen suggest that poison 
should be put in the gopher holes, ra¬ 
ther than broadcast along fence lines, 
where the young Hungarian partridge 
is found in the spring. Sportsmen 
who have interested themselves in 
this question say that farmers bead; 
out their suspicions that many young 
birds are killed by gopher poison. In 
years when grasshopper poison is 
broadcast the birds also suffer. It is 
realized that there is no way to avoid 
spearing this, but it is believed that 
gopher poison can be used more care¬ 
fully than it is at present. e 

On Thursday, December 9th, sixty ! 
new members joined the Alberta 
Wheat Fool. This was the largest in¬ 
crease in membership during a single 
day since November of 1925, when the 
drive was on. While these sixty con¬ 
tracts came in from all over the prov¬ 
ince, one batch of seven came from 
Rolls, B. C., a Peace River settlement 
just over the border from Alberta. 
The total pool membership has passed 
the 38,000 mark and is rapidly climb¬ 
ing.

The Alberta Law Society will hold 
their convention on July 5 next at 
Jasper. 

In England and Wales six out of 
every hundred of the estimated popula 
tion, receive some sort of poor relief 
from the government. 

The province of Alberta is richer by 
$2,306,000 os a result of the $1,900,- 
000 revenue from liquor and $400,000 
from gasoline taxation in 1925. 

Approximately one passenger out 
of 8,250,000 carried is killed on Cana¬ 
dian steam railways, according to re¬ 
turns to the railw-ay department. One 
passenger out of each 111,000 is in¬ 
jured. 

Alberta’s visible coal supply is 
about 57 billion tons, Premier Brown¬ 
lee declares. With the possible ex¬ 
ception of China, Alberta has the 
greatest coal deposits in the world. 
The annual production from the prov¬ 
ince averages around 6,000,000 to 6,- 
500,000 ton. 

A tribe believed extinct for more 
than a thousand years has been dis¬ 
covered in the Russian far north. The 
15,000 members of the tribe live in dis 
tricts unexplored and largely impene¬ 
trable/ They speak a language near 
to that of western Finnish people.
